customer each have an account with a common entity; and adjusting accounts of the 
customer and payee If It Is determined that the payee and customer both have accounts 
with the common entity. 

24. (Previously presented) A method as recited in claim 1, further comprising the step of 
permitting the customer to subscribe to an investment fund utilizing the network. 
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
